assisting the negotiations of the New 
York Telephone company to acquire 
a buildinc leased by the city to a. mer- 
chant in 
the 
public market. Mr. 


O'Malley denied having 
taken

money. 
Other witnesses testified to various 


monetary considerations eivcn Charles 
"Winters, chief investigator 
for 
the 


market department and Mr. Brown 
reminded the committee that the com- 
missioner omitted 
discussing 
these 


:ases in defending his department on 
Charges InCerentially jnade in the tes- 
timony reported before the legislators. 


Mr. O'MalSoy maintained that the 


Investigation was inspired by the food 
trust and directed by Governor Miller,

No Objection Urged That the Act 


Does Not Serve a Public 


Purpose 


Albany, Aug. II.—The court at ap- 
peals, by a vote ot 5 to 2, today held 
the soldier bonus act inv.tiid on the 
ground that It violated the prohibition j 
of Article 7, Section 11, of the State 
constitutor!, which prohibits lending 
the credit of the state for the bene- 
fits ot any individual, association or 
corporation. 


Judge William F. Andrews wrote 
the prevailing opinion* which was 
concurred Jn by Chief Judge Frank H. 
Htaoock and Associate Judges John IV. 
Ho&an, Chester B. McLoughlln 
and 
Frederick E. Crane, Dissenting opin- 
ion was filed by Judges Benjamin N, 
Zardoto amd Cuthhert W, Pound. 


The majority of the court found no 


objection to the act on the ground that 
it-did not serve a publ'c purpose. Ke- 
vlewlng the history of the constitu- 
tional prohibition against giving or 
loaning the state's credit to an individ- 
ual, as the opinion of Judge Andrews 
set forth that this clause represents 
"the triumph of efforts to prevent Im- 
provident, to n^ake useless the press- 
ure of special interests, to safeguard 
the credit of the state and the Inter- 
ests of the people as a whole," Debt 
is the danger, the opinion states.

says, "may be lightly 
authorised if

ate Judgment ot the people." 
The bonus act, according to a ma- 


jority of the court, la clearly a sift of 
tho credit of the state unless it Is & 
payment of some obligation which the 
state owes. The court continues that 
the bonus Is not the payment of an 
obligation to them from ihe state. 


The claim, the court holds, is a 


claim essentially against the federal 
government, a claim -which the gov- 
ernment recognises »md In payment ot 
which it proposes to appropriate an 
amount estimated at between three 
billion and five billion dollars.

served.

who defended the constitutionality of

BROUGHT NEARER 


Says Jobn W. Davis, Former Am- 


bassador to England, Addressing 


American Bar Association 


Cincinnati, Aug. 31.—The average 


Englishman, with all of his proverbial 
insistence upon hla persona.! rights, 
calls less often upon his courts for 
relief than does his American cousin, 
declared John W. Davis, former am- 
bassador to England: ta *n address 
here tonight before the American Bar 
Association in which he gave "some 
random observations on the organi- 
zation of the legal profession in Eng- 
land and the administration of Eng- 
lish justice." 


"Who shall come forward with nn 


explanation of this fact, if fact it he?" 
asked Mr. Davis. "Is it-a survival ot 
days Ion? gone when justice was not 
only- costly but tardy and uncertain; 
is it because there exists in England 
a class of lawyers whose business 
lies wholly outside the courts ami 
In whose hands many controversies 
are settled without judicial aid: or is 
there a reason deeper Ntlll in the age- 
long habit of this island people to re- 
spect the law they have made a nd 
live their daily lives withlri its well- 
marked circle ?

ed grains ot sand." It Is difficult to 


make one familiar only with the 
English atmosphere, he continued, 
"understand that, in truth, notwith- 
standing this Association, there IB no 
such 
body as the American Bar, 


There are. Instead, scattered group* 
consisting of county, city and state 
bars, with a Federaly bar here and 
there composed in part of the samn 
members but united by no tie of com- 
mon origin or discipline." 


A marked spirit of progress, es- 


pecially In the domain of criminal lair 
and procedure, Mr. Davja said, has 
been sown In recent years by the legal 
profession of England. In addition to 
sweeping changes in the Judicature 
acts of 1S72, ig-4 and 1876, he de- 
clared, "justice han been brought near, 
er to the masses by the enlargement 
of common Jaw Jurisdiction of th« 
county courts." 


"When all comparisons 'have been 


made, and all differences recounted,*' 
Mr. Davis said in Conclusion, "the 
fact remains that the members of the 
legal profession in England are in 
very truth our brethren over sea*. 
Tho common Jaw by which we live 
has its roots In English 
soil.

In addition, colors 
must bo last to acids, perspiration and 
Bait water to stand nil the tests fre- 
quently Imposed upon them.

requires a different type ot dye,

cotton.

In reviewing the situation In Ameri- 


ca, ehortly betore his death Franklin 
K. JLane said: "Dye lor dye, color for 
color, American made dyes nre equal 
In every way to any dyes that Ger- 
many ever produced. This statement 
Is based upon the experience of aklll- 
ed dyers. It hoi doubtless happened 
that ntany mistakes In handling dyes 
hove been made unknowingly. There 
i» also ground lor suspicion that there 
hay* been times when American dyes 
hav» been delibcrally mishandled for 
the purpose of creating prejudice 
again it them, 
"There have always been cheap 
«yw upon the market. 
They were 


wall known In the days belore the 
war. They were termed 'cheap' which 
properly classified them. 
Recently 
there has been s, concerted effort to 
term all 'cheap' dyes 'American' dyes. 
This !s a manifest Injustice." 
Tho above statements win be of In- 
terest to loyal Americans who would 
gladly sea all dyes made at home, but 
who have been led to believe that only 
German colors are really "fast."

By actual count more than 8S0 mo- 


tor cars, some of them large trucks 
with seats for a score and more of 
persona, entered the grounds of the 
County farm near Phoenix Mills, yes- 
terday, while of horse drawn vehicles 
there were nearly 170—making In all 
about 1,000 conveyances bringing citi- 
zens of the county for the first countv- 
wide picnic, promoted by the County 
Farm bureau and allied organizations. 
The place has not been considered a 
popular one, no doubt many having 
chosen to keep away as long as pos- 
sible. It was, however, the mecca. yes- 
terday lor a goodly percentage of the 
population of the county, the attend- 
ance^, conservatively estimated being 
between 6,000 and 6,000 people. 


Despite the foot that the weather 


of the morning was threatening, this 
seemed to have no deterring 
effect 
and from 10 until l o'clock the road 
leading to the County farm grounds 
was choked with vehicles, rendering 
It difficult to find parking places and 
arrange the cars In *oma order so 
that endless confusion would not re- 
sult with danger of collisions when It 
came to departing. Four state troop- 
em under the direction of Trooper 
Cunningham were present and thanks 
to their Intelligent and painstaking 
efforts there was, considering 
the 


crowd, little delay In entering or leav- 
ing the grounds. The grounds first 
assigned was quickly overrun and then 
one of the large meadows was opened 
and there -were literally acres of cars 
therein. 


At 10 o'clock the wind veered to the 


north and soon the clouds began to 
disappear and ere the noon hour ar- 
rived the sky was clear and the after- 
noon proved Ideal' for a fete day. The 
throng 
quickly 
spread 
over 
the 


grounds. Many embraced the oppor- 
tunity to Inspect the buildings and the 
provisions made for the> care of the 
counlj'y dependents and all xvere Im- 
pressed with tha manner in which 
the institution in Its entirety is man- 
aged by 31. J. Esmny. the county su- 
perintendent, and his capable staff. 
One of the buildings which attracted 
no" little attention Avas the one in 
which the swine are kept. There were 
Been litter after litter of little pigs, 
gtvlns promise that pork in abundance 
will be provided later from the farm 
itself. Two tine pieces ol corn were 
observed, while several pieces of new 
seeding were in evidence. A fine field 
oC alfalfa adorded John Barren from 
Cornell Agricultural college an op- 
portunity to give a demonstration and 
many valuable suggestions relative to 
its cultivation to those Interested. 


Pi-tor to the lunch hour demonstra- 


tions were given of much interest, 
J, 


I>. Drew of Cornell conducted one o£ 
much utility to dairymen, showing the 
construction, one ration and methods 
of cleaning a milking machine. An 
object lesson oE importance, though 
not especially pleasing was one by Ur, 
Shaler, fedeial veterinary assigned to 
the county, who displayed tho car- 
casses of two cows killed during the 
late forenoon, one hating tuberculo- 
sis in a generalized form and the oth- 
er being a localized one.

Mrs. Wiluam O. "Wright of the Home 
bureau demonstrated the making ol 
a ftrcless cooker and its successful op- 
ei'atlon.

About two months ago a bank In 


Ml tail aitd another In lloroe notified 
die police thnt false bonds of the face 
value of $10,000 were being negotiated 
by persona unknown. The cleverest de- 
tectives were put on the track, but no 
one could be caught. Simultaneously 
the police ill Milan were looting lor a 
man who had counterfeited the customs 
stamps ut Saronno 
Their suspicion 


fell on a young electrician, well known 
as an engraver, wno waa employed In 
the electric works; but for some tune 
he had been missing from borne. 


This man, Delia Veccbia, waa well 


known among artists and esteemed as 
one himself. Wheu fifteen days ago the 
officials of a bank again notlned the 
police that they had heard that o'her 
$10,000 bonds had been circulated the 
authorities decided to search the house 
of Delia Vecchia, 
The electrician 


was out, but his wife was at home. 
Posing as a collector from toe works, 
the detective examined die meter 
and then insisted on searching the 
studio. There he found forged seels, 
with which the Treasury bonds roust 
have been stomped. The wife could 
throw no light on the matter, and 
though arrested InsUted on her Inno- 
cence. Tlia husband had disappeared 
entirety and some say he has gone, 
abroad. 


Lieutenant Arrest* Friend. 


With these seals as proof that the 


bonds had beet) counterfeited In Milan, 
the police continued their Investiga- 
tions and got on the track ot an inti- 
mate friend of Delia Vecchia, a painter, 
Bcsentlnl, « nightly frequenter of. cer- 
tain wine shops on the outskirts of 
Milan. The lieutenant In charge dis- 
guised himself as a Franciscan monk 
In search of alms and fli ally discovered 
Hesentlnl drinking with boon friends. 


The lieutenant called on him, In the 


name of the law, to accompany htm to 
the police station. When he reached 
there he confessed he knew something 
about the counterfeiting, but that an- 
other painter could enlighten the police 
further. 
This friend proved to be 


Oarlo Pezzata, -who had turned his 
studio Into an up-to date typographical 
office, with nolsulcss machines and 
many bronze and zinc plates He made 
a fuli confession and told the lieuten- 
ant thot the bond* were first photo- 
graphed by one man and then taken 
to Delia Vecchia, who engraved the 
plates, -nhlle the printing \vaa done In 
his studio. 


The seals, the printing press, phper 


and plates bmlng been found, the next 
task was to find the photographer and 
the bcadi of the gang In an effort to 
satisfy the police the painters decided 
to assist them In getting on to the 
track of all the others InvoUed. They 
accompanied the police to the friend 
photographer, and by no sign or word 
did they betray the fact that the police 
were with them

pollsuer of bricks, Cesare Gnlll. owner 
of rt silk factory, and his partner, Carl* 
Meschla. Tbe first visit was to Celeste. 
who was surprised to see the police. 
The lious* was searched thoroughly 
and wcr« It not for information from 
one of the accomplices tbe search, 
might have been la vain, as tbe bonds 
had been hidden behind Inside shutters 
lu a specially prepared nkhe. There 
was found the $1,400,000 wortli of 
beautifully engrnved Treasury bonds. 
of the value of $10000 each 


Alleged Originator of Plot. 


Tbe last man to be arrested waa tha 


leader and originator of the plot, Ce- 
sar* Galll, who now owns a silk fac- 
tory worth, in the material contained 
therein «ucne, $400.000 Wnen arrested 
Gall! made a full confession 
Ha said 


that for man? ypars he Jiad been work- 
Ing hard to regain the self-respect lost 
wben he counterfeited government 
bonds some years ago He had striven 
to rehabilitate himself, hot was con- 
tinually pursued by ft longing for great 
wealth. Last jear he thought out a 
great scheme, which consisted In buy- 
ing real Treainry bonds, counterfeiting 
them and selling the counterfelte, or 
using them for borrowing money. 


He pondered BO much that h» had 


to confess to his friend and partner, 
Carlo Meschta, who, far from dlssnad 
Ing, thought It was a 
wonderful 


scheme, and together they started 
working and planning They began with 
a $100 bond, sold It and then bought 
a $200 one, Bold tbnt and continued 
In tl'te way until they reached the sum 
of $10,000. This bond wa» ti«d «• 
ft model for those, afterward canto 
and now In tlntpossesslon of the police. 
By counterfeiting on a large scale, they 
had hoped to use these bonds aa se- 
curity in their business undertakings. 
Were It not for the luxurious mod* of 
life which Gnlll and his partner were 
Indulging in few would have suspected 
them. 


The engraver wili probably never ne 


caught la Italy, but no doubt will con- 
tinue counterfeiting whereyer he Urea, 
as It Is a passion which, once It takea 
hold, con never b« eradicated. 


Fortunately, the police actad -with 


dexterity and hast«, end saved many 
from being deceived, as once th* $!.• 
400,000 bonds were In circulation It 
•would have been almost impossible to 
recall them, on Ing to the effect on the 
financial condition of the City of Milan. 


LONDON HAS "SUNBURN DAY" 


Air Cleared by Lack of Coal and

Whit Monday was snnbiftn day In 


London, says the London Times
